W. "W. Chaclwick. inspector-of dairy 


and food on the state- commission, swore 
out warrants at Superior for the arrest 
of six hoter and restaurant keepers . in 
;hat city and today the warrants

served by the sheriff's deputies. The 
charge upon which the arrests are made 
^s that of using oleomargarine, colored 
.n imitatiorf. of butter. 


In talking about the ai rests Inspector 
!hadwick had some interesting things 
io say to a Telegram reporter regarding 
ais methods of collecting evidence, the 
prevelance of the evil and the general 
scope and intention of the law governing 
the sale of oleomargarine: He said: 


"I have no doubt that when the pro- 


prietors of the hotels against whom 
warrants have been issued, are served 
w-ith the complaints they'will immedi. 
ately look over their registers on a ,'cer 
tain date either January 13th 
or 14th 


with a view of discovering who were the 
guests on that particular day. 
The 


complaint alleges that the proprietors 
used oleomargarine on a particular day 
and naturally the proprietors will want 
to know who has testified against them. 
They will find tke name .of "W. W. Chad- 
wick on the register, for I get my own 
evidence. 
' 


Cannot Detect, IHllcrenue. 


"My method is to stop at, a hotel or 


restaurant, as the case may be, and ask 
for' a meat. When the waters are not 
.ooking I take a sample of the dish 
served as butter, look it up in a ' little 
receptacle I carry for the purpose and 
carry it » the state chemist at Madison. 
The sample is then analyzed and 03 ths 
strength of the report of the chemist I 
proceed in the matter. It is impossible 
to tell oleomargarine from butter with 
out an analysis. 


"That reminds me. A short time ago 
I met one of the most prominent dairy- 
men in the state at Madison and I wished 
to learn if he could tell oleomargarine 
from butter; He said he could when 
asked the question, and I handed him a 
sample. He^tasted it, smaked his lips 
and replied: •^'A.ny- 
fool knows .that 


is' the. best !of creamery butter. 
I 


laughed and tolrl him that he was mis 
taken; that it was oleomargarine. There 
is no way to tell it but by analysis. 


""When I uras in the city January 18 


and 14th'making my rounds I visited 
some twenty four or thirty hotels and 
restaurants and the one against, whom 
warrants have been issued is the* only 
one I could find that used imitation 
butter. 
•

Generally Two Violations. 


"I would like to say that these places 


are subject to arrest on two accounts: 
the first, for using butterine with color- 
ing, and the second for not having a 
sign posted, notifying people that but- 
terine . was served in that place. I do 
not wish to prosecute the' hotel proprie- 
tors, I simply wish to stop the use of 
butterine in violation of .the statutes, 
and for that reason will not proceed 
against them on the other possible 
count.; There is no punishment provided 
for the use of oleomargarine if it is not 
.colored and a notice that it is us«d is 
served upon the person to whom it is 
given; the violation of either of these 
admonitions of the statute is punishable 
by a fine of from $50 to &500. 


"It maybe of interest to the general 


public to'know that the Wisconsin law 
is copied almost word for word from the 
law of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 
Both of these laws have been carried to 
the supreme court and declared consti- 
tutional.

"Pink Xaw" Wag Trot Good 


"The law passed by Minnesota pro- 


viding that oleomargarine must be col- 
ored pink, has been carried'to the higher 
court and found unconstitutional for the 
reason that, as the court stated, you 
could not compel a person to color it a 
certain color, but could prevent him 
from using a color that would make it 
resemble butter and tend to deception 
in its sale. In this state no case has 
yet been carried to the supreme court, 
most of the fines imposed imder its in- 
vocation have been paid without com- 
plaint and all in which convictions have 
been secured."
